Thrip Treatment 
For Corms Is Told 


To protect gladiolus corms from 
thrip store them with napthaline 
flakes. 
Use an ounce or a good 
handful of the 
flake* for every 
IOO medium sized corms. 
Howard 
L. McKenzie, University of Cali­ 
fornia entomologist says when the 
corms 
are 
in 
trays, 
the 
flakes 
should be sprinkled among them. 
The 
trays 
should 
be 
covered 
with a light canvas or wrapping 
paper. 
The corm s may alao 
be 
placed 
In 
paper 
bags 
the 
tops 
of 
which are 
then 
folded 
over 
tightly to keep Inside the bag the 
fumes from the flakes. 
At temperatures of 60 and 70 de­ 
grees, the 
flakes 
should 
remain 
with 
the 
corms 
at 
least 
three 
weeks.

temperatures, 
they should rem ain together four 
or five weeks. An exposure of two 
or three month* will do no harm.

ment expenditure is an Important 
factor in creating those conditions 
which make large relief expenditures 
necessary. It Is not the sole cause, but 
its contributory influence is greater 
than is commonly supposed. 
Any kind of wasteful activity would 
produce a similar result but war and 
the preparation for war are the out­ 
standing case of conspicuous public M 
waste. The present condition was pro­ 
duced. over the past generation, first, 
by the pre-war armament race; sec­ 
ond, by the terrible destruction of 
wealth during the war; and third, by 
the inauguration of an even more 
frantic and wasteful armament pro­ 
gram. During this serious period the 
need for social relief became more ap­ 
parent and more urgent Surely the 
connection is more than accidental. 
Armament production causes for 
the time an appearance of prosperity, 
but it is only temporary. Like every 
lesser form of waste the manufacture 
of war materials means a complete 
sterilization of wealth and of the pro­ 
ductive forces. All such activity (tads 
into a blind alley—it cannot add to 
the nation’s capacity for the c ntin- 
uous production of a larger social in­ 
come. On the contrary, it leads even­ 
tually to a smaller social income, it 
follows, therefore, that the granter the 
proportion of its human ami material 
resources a nation devotes to the crea­ 
tion f Jterile wealth, the smaller will 
be its long-run social Income, the low­ 
er its eventual standard of living, and 
the larger the proportion of itadtizens 
who must be supported, partly or 
wholly, bv ti e State. At tha same time, 
the State's resources for csrrytn the 
increasing relief load. must diminish. 
Tha solution Is obvious. The promo­ 
tion of Its acceptance ta tha worlds 
great problem. Those perversities of 
human nature which obstruct and 
thwart any and all programs for tha 
reduction af armament and the ban­ 
ishment of the threat of war through 
the assured, peaceful adjustment of 
international disputes are such as to 
make Mark Twain'* sardonic com­ 
ments on tha human raoa seem Uke 
fulsome praise.
